EnviroPower appreciates the 
responsiveness of staff to providing us today with the EKPC January 10 Response to “the 
Commission’s December 23,2004 Data Request, which is a document unavailable to 
EnviroPower from the website, bi t  which was discussed in the proposed order. Absent full 
access to the historical record in this case, EnviroPower cannot fully and effectively participate. 

Since EnviroPower is not a formal party to this proceeding, we hesitate to file a motion,
